Arrangements are now being urgently made for the transfer by direct 


airlift of 50,000 Iraqi Jews to Israel. 


The urgency is prompted by fear 


that the Iraqi Government may change its mind about letting the Jews go. 
The projected operation, greater even than “ Operation Magic Carpet,” 


by which 40,000 Yemeni Jews were flown to Israel, is expected to take 


three months, and there is a possibility that the transfer may be extended 
and that by next winter 100,000 Iraqi Jews will have been flown to Israel.

The Jewish Mind 


‘are, most of 
cunously ignorant of our 
inheritance. <A great and 


important part of it consists in the 
Jewish mind with which our people 
has been endowed. 
different from that of other peoples. 

With -all his 
exclusive preoccupation with the Law. 
the Jew has been long distinguished 
by his wide vision. For the. most 
part his best thought has 
beyond the cause of Israel to that of 
humanity. It is a characteristic of the 
Jewish mind that the Jew has been a 
cosmopolitan, in the best sense of 


the word, which really means making 


the world his city, his home. 

National barriers havé meant little 
to him, Stalwart patriot as he has 
always been in the countries of his 
adoption, he has looked ‘always 
beyond -them. He still thinks in 
terms of humanity and eternity; he, 


still regards it.as-the most sacred of 


all his aims as a human being to work 
for a world united: by bonds stronger 
than all the forces that divide. 


RAINING in the Law. together. 

with. the constant uncertainties 
lite, have given -the Jewish: mind 
peculiar Quality: descended 
dreamers and visionaries as he is. the 
Jew finds exactness, precision, 
punctiality, very difficult indeed.

THAT .a Stir there was when 


some , enterprising 

habatim, finding “Crown 
Street” inadequate for their growing 

needs and perhaps now higher

CLAUDE MONTEFIORE MEMORIAL 


Tribute by the Dean of 
St. Paul’s |

“If Christians and Jews understand 
one another better than they did and 
can co-operate ‘more heartily with one 
another, it is to no small degree due 
to Dr. Montefiore’s work.” declared 
the Dean of St. Paul's, the Very Rev. 
Dr. W. R. Matthews, at the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, St. 
Road, London, on Tuesday evening, 
when he gave the first annual Claude 
Montefiore: Lecture. 

The lecture has been instituted. in 
commemoration of Claude Goldsmid 
Montefiore, the. founder and first Presi- 
dent of the Liberal Jewish Synagogue. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Mattuck presided: 


The Dean said that he had an affec._ 


tionate admiration for Dr.. Montefiore’s 
mind and character in which he combined 
the best elements of the Jewish and 
English traditions. He was a Jew and 
proud of it. His revolt—if that was the 


right word—against some of the elements 


of Orthodox Judaism was inspired by 


what he beheved he had learnt from the 


Hebrew Prophets. 

But the other tradition was scarcely 
less. important to him. “He was an 
Englishman. and proud of that. too. He 
was nurtured in the great inheritance of 


‘freedom -and toleration which the Nic- 


torian Age. had bequeathed. . | 
Distrust of 


notable. feature of “Montefiore’s 
intellectual outlook. was distaste for 


philosophical speculation, said the Dean.- 


and he frequently went out of his way to 
disclaim competence in philosophy. 
He distrusted speculation. Like many 
eminent Victorians, and like the Hebrews 


_of the: creative period of Hebrew history, 


he wanted historical facts and the facts 
of experience. He wanted to know what 
God did rather-than to have a clear con- 


_ ception of His nature or a proof of His 


existence.

Christians, said -he felt very deeply that 
Christians. were badly misinformed both 
about the nature of the Jewish religion 
at the time of Jesus and about the spirit 
of _contemporary Judaism. He © felt, 
ihough perhaps. less strongly; that Jewish 
Christianity often failed to 
recognise the finer elements in it. 

The two large. volumes which Dr

Gospels. were the most enduring monu- 
. ment, thought the speaket, which he 
had. left; at least of-a literary kind: De, 
Montefiore was.a child of ‘the nineféenth 
century, and this appeared: very plainly 
in this, his greatest book. He meant that

rehgion, that God was not far from any 
one of them. He believed that the spirit 
of Judaism ‘was capable of giving birth 
to a world religion. The exchasiveness 
of the rabbis in the first century ‘must, 
he thought, be abandoned and the vision 
of the Prophets at their highest elevation, 
be the inspiring ideal of a transformed 
Judaism. He threw over the age-old 
dogma that Israel as a people were the 
Chosen Race. The Jews, if they under- 
stood their destiny, would, Montcfiore 
thought. no longer be a people, nation, 
of race, they would be a Church. or— 
to. say—a_ religious 
brotherhood. 

Montefiore had no sympathy with 
Zionism or even with the establishment 
of a National Home in Palestine. For 
these pohcies woukd, he believed, deflect 
the Jews from their Arve avocation. 
Israel, he had said, was chosen for reh- 


gious. service and for no other reason. 


We may well be thankful.” con-. 
cluded the Dean, “ for what he has given 
us and for what he was—a true father 
in Israel.’’

purpose by the Chef Rabbi.” Unless. 
therefore. Dayan Abramsky. resigns the 
appointment of: Deputy. to the Chief 
Rabbi; and the Chief Rabbi, with the 
approval of his Consultative and Advisory 
Committee, appoints another Rabbi to-be 
tis deputy during his absence, 1 would 
follow that no minister of any synagoguc 
recognises the authority. of.

A Family Unit

When the Arab armies attacked the 
newly-proclaimed . State of Israel in 
May, 1948, several hundred young 
men and women from Britain went 
out to take part in the defence of 
israel. They were put, for administra- 
tive and comradely reasons, into the 
Army unit known as “ Machal,.” a 


word made from the initials of a phrase 
denoting, roughly, a “ foreign legion.” 


Many of them returned when hostili- 
ties ceased,

This book contains the diary of the 
author's visits to Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
and Palestine during 1947.

Si.--Mr, Koestler has, on his own 
admission, left the ranks of Jewry. His 
motive is.to try to save his grandchildren 


and later descendants from. a future 


Auschwitz and Treblinka. He is, 
course, master of his own actions and 
none can gainsay him. But goes 
further and recommends other Jews who 
live outside Israel to do likewise. This 
is a Challenge which must be answered. 
Speaking for myself, I flatly refuse to 


little doubt that the number of Jews who 
will follow his example is very small. 
In common with the vast ad of my 
fellow-Jews, outside as well as inside 
Israel, I feel myself to be just one of a 
grand array of comrades-in-arms, clad in 
spiritual armour, scattered over the wide 
world, and engaged in a fierce and endur- 
ing defensive action for a world of free- 
dom, truth, and justice. This struggle 
began .on the day about 4,000 years ago, 
when the Children of Israel turned their 
backs on the slave-State of Egypt to face 
raging torrents, burning deserts, and 
cruel Amalekites on their way to Canaan. 
Against a- hostile world fully armed 
with physical force we have nothing but 
a profound and unyielding faith in the 
ultimate triumph of right. We. have 
suffered many. defeats, and may suffer.
